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Resume 

The present paper was intended to report the rust fungi which occur in the 
vicinities of Lake Oze and Oze-ga-hara, Nikko National Park, mainly based 
upon specimens which were collected by the writer and Miss Oku Kobaykshi. 

The total number of species enumerated in the list is 117, in which 
Uredinopsis is represented by 4 species, Milesina l species, Hyalopsora 2 species,. 
Melampsoridium 2 spQoiQS, Melampsorella 1 species, Pucdmas/mm 11 species, 
Thekopsora 7 species, Calyptospora 1 species, Melampsora 5 species, Phakopsoru 1 
species, Chtmopsora 1 species, Cronartium 1 species, Chrysomyxa 2 species, 
Angiopsora 2 species, Pucdniostele 1 species, Coleosporium 13 species, Blastospora 
1 species, Pileolaria 2 species, Hamaspora 1 species, Phragmidium 6 species, 
Nyssopsora 1 species, Gymnosporangium 1 species, Uromyces 8 species, Pucdnia 
37 species, and Aeddium 4 species. Among these species, one species, Hamaspora 
ozeensis Hiratsuka, f. on Rubus pedinellus Maxim, is new to science, and the 
following three species, Pucdniastrum hikosanense Hiratsuka, f., Pucdnia 
microsora Kbrnicke and p. silvatica Schroter, are new to Honshu.
